that when constructions now pro­ 
jected for Puerto Rico are com­ 
pleted, it will, according to com­ 
petent authorities, be a “Gibraltar”

of the Caribbean for defense of the 
entire area. 
According to official testimony, 
Senator 
Sheppard 
pointed 
out, 
planes from the Island base will 
be able to scout far out to sea, 
giv ing hours of adv ance warning 
of any attempted inv asion. In ad­ 
dition, the Island will serv e as a 
v aluable supply base for warships, 
it was pointed out. 
“In times such 
as these, 
the 
necessity of adequate defense is 
appreciated by ev eryone," Senator 
Sheppard declared. “Adequate de­ 
fense will serv e as a warning to 


The Railroad 
Commission 
has 
just been serv ed with an injunction, 
obtained by the rails of Texas, 
in 
which the Railroad Commission 
of 
Texas is enjoined from putting into 
effect the order remov ing the differ­ 
entials on freight rates within 
the 
State of Texas. 
“ This order would hav e sav ed the 
shippers of Texas about $600,000.00 
a year. It was to hav e been effectiv e 
Nov ember twentieth. 
“ It is interesting to note that the 
truck lines of Texas did not join in 
the 
req uest 
for 
the 
injunction. 
Therefore, 
the 
differentials 
in 
freight rates hav e been remov ed on 
shipments by truck. 
“ It is interesting, also, to note 
that by this action the rails are deny­ 
ing themselv es the good will and the 
additional business that would hav e 
come to them, in my opinion, by the, 
remov al of the differentials. In my 
opinion, it means 
that 
the 
rails 
lose the business to the trucks, be­ 
cause the remov al of the differen­ 
tials 
in 
the 
territories 
affected 
means a sav ing of about fifteen per 
cent. 
“ I hav e just noticed in a bulletin 
issued by the railroads that the av er­ 
age speed of a freight train is about 
sixteen and six-tenths 
miles 
per 
hour. Thus, with the tails mov ing 
slower and charging more, the busi­ 
ness would 
naturally 
go 
to 
the 
trucks. 
Faster 
transportation 
at 
cheaper rates is what they want and 
that is what gets the business. 
‘ Progress has nev er been made by 
injunction and law suits. The 
rail­ 
roads certainly hav e the right to go 
to the court house and 
test 
the 
fairness of our order, and I am not 
objecting to that at all. It is proper 
and they hav e a right to do it. 
I 
am only pointing out that the trucks 
did not ask for delay in the remov al 
of the differentials and in my opin­ 
ion that will get the business 
while 
the rails are suing. 
“ As a m atter of fact, the 
rail­ 
roads, through the years, hav e tried 
to hold back the truck business 
by 
the fostering of the v ery 
unfair 
7,000 Pound Truck Load Limit I.aw 
in Texas. That law should be repeal­ 
ed and the load limit in Texas for

Trucks set at comparable load limits 
as are used in

China’s Seap orts Are 
Foreign Strongholds 
China’s coastal p orts are the old­ 
est strongholds of foreign interest 
in the cou ntry . 
When the Chinese 
emp ire less than a centu ry ago first 
allowed aliens to take u p legal resi­ 
dence, the cities op ened by the tre a ­ 
ty of Nanking were the p orts of 
Shanghai, Canton, Amoy , Foochow 
and Ningp o. 
The 
ex clu siv eness 
of 
hau ghty 
m andarins who originally p u shed 
foreign m erchants off into sp ecial 
q u arters of bu sy p orts has had re­ 
su lts not foreseen by those ru lers: 
it has dotted China with m iniatu re 
foreign cities, fly ing foreign flags, 
p oliced by foreign troop s, and gov ­ 
erned 
u nder 
foreign 
laws. 
The 
largest is the International Settle­ 
m ent at. Shanghai, where abou t half 
of China’s foreign trade is fu nneled 
into circu lation. 
Since the op ening 
of the city to western com m erce, 
it has m u shroom ed from a fishing 
v illage to one of the 10 largest cities 
of the globe. 
Land now is v alu able 
enou gh to be bargained for by the 
sq u are foot. 
The second largest foreign zone 
is in Tientsin, where British, French 
Jap anese, and Italian towns hav e 
grown u p within those cou ntries’ re­ 
sp ectiv e concessions. 
On the island 
of Shameen in Canton, the foreign 
colonies are div ided between the 
British 
and 
French 
concessions. 
Nine nations hav e consu lates there. 
At Amoy , the International Settle­ 
m ent on Ku langsu serv es 11 differ­ 
ent nationalities. 
Hankow, which 
ju st before the war jostled Peip ing 
for fou rth p lace among China’s for­ 
eign centers, has a French and a 
Jap anese concession, while the ex - 
British concession is a sp ecial ad­ 
m inistrativ e area. 
Some 18 or 20 
cities show traces of this official 
segregation of foreigners. 
In concessions, the land is leased 
in 
p erp etu ity 
to 
foreign 
gov ern­ 
m ents, bu t China 
retains certain 
rights; control is officially in the 
hands of the consu l of the leasing 
nation, althou gh the actu al m echan­ 
ism of the adm inistration is u su ally 
ru n by an adm inistrativ e cou ncil of 
tax p ay ers. Other gov ernm ents may 
obtain sp ace from the controlling 
consu l for consu lates within his con­ 
cession; 
the 
American 
consu late 
general at Hankow, for instance, is 
in the French concession. 
Settlements, as distingu ished from 
concessions, 
a re not leased. China 
reserv es the settlem ent zone for fo r­ 
eign occu p ation, bu t titles to the 
land are carried o n Chinese regis­ 
ters. 
Administra tio n o f municipa l 
a ffa irs o f these a lien to wns v a ries 
widely ; 
fro m Sha ngha i’s Interna ­ 
tio na l Settlem ent, which fo reign a u­ 
tho rities co ntro l a lmo st co m pletely , 
to Yunna n-fu, where in the fo reign 
a rea , no t lega lly o pened until 1930, 
the residents ha v e pra ctica lly no 
co ntro l.

“The season for the u nu su al p rev ­ 
alence of tu laremia is again at hand” 
warns Dr. Georgt. W. 
Cox , 
State 
Health Officer. 
“ Rep orts show, that this disease, 
commonly known as rabbit fev er’, is 
increasing at this time, du e in lar^e 
p art to direct ex p osu re to wild rab­ 
bits in the hu nting or dressing of tht. 
animals. 
“Inv ariably , tu laremia cases 
are 
rep orted more freq u ently du ring the 
hu nting season than at 
any 
othei 
time. While the disease is cau sed by 
a germ fou nd in v ariou s kinds of 
infected rodents, and can be acq u ir­ 
ed, among other way s, throu gh bites 
of ticks, deer flies, stable flies, and 
sq u irrels, it is most freq u ently trans­ 
mitted to man in this section of 
the 
United States by infected wild rab­ 
bits hence the name ‘rabit disease.’ 
“The common method of transm is­ 
sion is sthrou gh 
wou nds 
or 
small 
abrasions, sometimes minu te, on the 
hands of those cleaning or 
other­ 
wise handling rabbit carcasses; 
in 
this m anner the 
germs 
reach 
the 
hu man blood stream, sy mp toms de­ 
v elop ing in from one to ten day s. 
The v ictim su ddenly comp lains 
of 
headache, has body 
p ains, 
chills, 
fev er and v omits. The fev er, which 
may ru n high, u su ally lasts two or 
three weeks. Conv alescence is slow. 
Death occu rs in ap p rox imately 
5 
p er cent of the cases. 
“The abov e facts 
indicate 
that 
hu nters shou ld not kill slow-mov ing 
rabbits. Healthy wild rabbits do not 
tarry . Also, for those who dress rab­ 
bits, it is adv isable to 
u se 
ru bber 
glov es. The su ggestion ap p lies eq u al­ 
ly to hu nters and hou sewiv es. It is 
the 
one 
safe 
defense against 
ac­ 
q u iring tu laremia from this sou rce. 
“There is no desire to imp ly that 
most wild rabbits harbor the tu lar­ 
emia germ. Comp ared to the total 
rabbit p op u lation, the infected rab ­ 
bit decidedly is in the minority . On 
the other hand, the nu mber of 
in­ 
fected animals is su fficiently 
large 
in the aggregate not to take 
any 
u ndu e chances. 
‘ Incidentally , it may be added that 
thorou ghly cooked rabbit meat, ev en 
thou gh the animal had been infected 
from tu laremia, 
is 
harmless 
and 
p erfectly safe food. 
Conseq u ently , 
those who enjoy this game need hav e 
no q u alms abou t consu ming it.”
